J  N  this,  our  first  sale  we  offer  to  the  numismatists  a  splendid  collection  of 

choice  and  rare  United  States  as  well  as  foreign  Coins. 

To  point  out  all  the  rarities,  would  be  simply  to  repeat  here  most  of  the 
catalog-,  but  we  must  mention  a  few  especially  rare  pieces:  The  New  Yorke 
in  'America  token,  N.  Y.  Excelsior  Cent,  1804  cent,  1861  D  dollar,  1873  3 
dollar,  the  Swedish  8  dollar  plate,  Hog  shilling,  the  Indian  Peace  medal,  the 
fine  Massachusetts  coins  and  last  but  not  least  the  splendid  Austrian  medal 
commemorating-  the  defeat  of  the  Turks  before  Vienna,  of  extreem  rarity  and 
highly  priced  in  Europe. 

Ancient  Gold  and  Silver  is  getting  increasingly  rare  in  fine  condition  and 
with  the  greater  interest  taken  in  these  coins  by  American  collectors,  are 
commanding  prices  far  exceeding  those  of  only  a  few  years  back.  Twenty 
years  ago  we  were  able  to  buy  Roman  coins  by  the  pound,  today  they  are 
doled  out  by  the  piece.
